To finance the last war the government issued war bonds in varying | 
denominations from $50.00 upwards. These issues were purchased freely, | 
and apart from the patriotic motives of the investors, were considered a} 
sound investment. Backed by the security of the Dominion of Canada, | 
these’ bonds were held in high esteem on the stock market. For the in- | 
vestor of limited means, they could be purchased through the banks by | 
paying for them in monthly instalments. Generally speaking, however, the 
individual of small means was precluded from investing, and for the most 


part it was usually the people with some resources who purchased these | 
bonds.

To-day, however, the picture has somewhat changed. Now there are} 
few men, women or children who cannot show their patriotism, and at 
the same time build up a reserve for the future. The purchase of War 
Savings Certificates is about the best investment that Canadians are 
offered in these troubled times.

1 package strawberry gelatin 
%4 cup pineapple juice 

4 cup powdered sugar 

4 teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

4 cup drained, crushed pineapple 
4 cup evaporated milk 

8 cups corn flakes 

2 tablespoons melted butter 

6 tablespoons butter 

1 cup powdered sugar 

2 eggs 

2 tablespoons evaporated milk 

Dissolve gelatin in boiling pine- 
apple juice, Stir in powdered sugar, 
salt, lemon juice and crushed pine- 
apple; cool.

Back To 1755 

The 60th Rifles—to give the King’s 
Royal Rifle Corps its ancient title— 
which is accepting American recruits 
to train for commissions, was orig- 
inally raised in 1755 as a regiment 
of four battalions on U.S.A. soil; and 
were styled “The Royal Americans”. 
In 1797 a fifth battalion was added, 
and it was this battalion that was 
first armed with rifles, and its men 
called “riflemen.” They were clothed 
in green, the old color of the dress 
of gamekeepers, all of whom were 
supposed to be first class shots. 
Hence the name ‘“Greenjackets,” 
which has clung to the regiment 
since then, The full dress uniform 
is still green.

Canada will have 10,000 planes in 
the air for training and Dominion 
defence by the end of next year,

Toronto Youth Who Jumped First On 
Dare Is Now Expert 

When Victor Plowman jumped 
from an airplane several thousand 
feet over St. Catharines one rainy 
day in 1937, and parachuted lazily 
earthward, he little realized that a 
stunt performed on a dare would 
lead to a new, interesting career, 

To-day the curly-haired, well-built 
Torontonian is chief parachute in- 
structor for Leavens Brothers, Limit- 
ed, at No. 4 Air Observers’ School, 
Crumlin, and has so many “jumps” 
to his credit that he no longer counts 
them, 

He is No. 1 man in one of the 
most completely outfitted parachute 
rooms in Canada, and he teaches 
hundreds of young Canadians how to 
handle the “‘life-savers of the air.” 

Plowman opens, airs and -repacks 
each ‘chute once a month. Packing 
is a delicate task and is performed 
only by experts. Loss of life might 
result if a ‘chute is not properly fold- 
ed and packed. Made of high-grade 
silk, the ‘chutes cost between $300 
and $400 each—and the complete 
pack weighs only 22 pounds, 


He has bailed out from as high as 
10,000 feet and as low as 400 feet— 
just for the fun of it. 

Plowman says parachute jumping 
is not as hazardous as most people 
think, and points to the low mortal- 
ity rate of jumpers to prove his 
point. A jumper must be well 
schooled and in good physical trim 
before he attempts to jump. 

The biggest test comes as he 
nears the ground. He must man- 
oeuvre his strings so he will land at 
the right place, and he must know 
how to land. A jumper, he says, 
strikes the ground with the same 
severity as a man jumping off the} 
top of a slowly moving box car. If} 
the principle of acrobatics are not 
put into use, the jumper may suffer 
serious bruises or broken bones.

Canadians have a sweet tooth, The 
per capita consumption of sugar 
amounts to almost 100 pounds per 
year, which is one of the highest 
rates of consumption of any country 
in the world, even in normal times. | 
As this means that more than a bil-| 
lion pounds of sugar are necessary | 
to supply the annual Canadian re-| 
quirements, it is of interest to know | 
from what source sweets are derived 
and to what extent these originate in| 
Canada, says F. Dimmock, Division 
of Forage Plants, Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa. 

Common everyday sugar purchased | 
in the store to sweeten tea, coffee, 
preserves, and other foodstuffs, comes 
from two cultivated plants, the sugar 
cane and the sugar beet. Sugar cane 
furnishes the raw materials for about 
80 per cent. of Canadian require- 
ments. This plant cannot be grown 
in’ Canada because it requires semi- 
tropical conditions... The sugar beet 
can be and is grown in Canada, and 
in 1940, 77,900 acres were planted, 
38,200 acres in Ontario, 23 900 acres 
in Alberta and 15,800 acres in Mani- 
toba. From this total area, 825,000 
tons of beets were harvested which 
yielded 218,602,500 pounds of refined 
sugar or approximately 19 per cent. 
of the total sugar requirements of 
the Dominion. This was the highest 
amount of beet sugar ever produced 
in Canada in a single year, the pre- 
vious highest being in 1939 when it 
was 169,320,300 pounds. The value 
of this refinéd beet sugar increased 

*66%;300" in 1989 to $10,853,- 
700 in 1940. The processing of the 
1941 crop is now in progress and 
figures are not yet available. Five 
factories process beets for sugar in 
Canada, two in Ontario, two in Al- 
berta, and one in Manitoba, It is 
expected that a new factory will be-

Not Very Attractive 


People In Britain Show Little En- 
thusiasm For Horse Steaks 
The British food ministry has an- 
nounced fixed prices for horseflesh 
fit for human consumption, 
aroused only a flicker of interest in

Crash Helmets 


Used In Britain For Protection Of 
Motor Cyclists 

An important contribution to the 
prevention of injury on the road has 
| been made by Professor Hugh Cairns 
|of the Nuffield Department of Sur- 
gery, Radcliffe Infirmary, Oxford, in 
an article in the British Medical 
Journal, in which he describes the 
value of the crash helmet in alleviat- 
ing head injuries to motor-cyclists, 
and the value of leg shields and 
crash bars in preventing leg-injuries. 

Professor Cairns found that head 
injury was present in over 90 per 
cent. of a large series of fatal motor- 
cycling accidents. The army has 
provided its motor-cyclists with 
crash helmets. Professor Cairns 
states that in instances in which the 
violence to the head was sufficient to 
produce gross fracture of the crash 
helmet the damage to the skull and 
brain was slight. There is thus a 
case for making the use of these hel- 
mets compulsory,—London Times,

Radical Reform 
Sergeant Pilots Will Now Mess With 
Officers In Western Desert 
A sensible reform has been made 
in the Western Desert, and it may 
lead to others. In future the ser- 
geant pilots in the fighter squadrons 
will mess with the officer pilots, The 
distinction drawn between the two 
sets of men is all the more ridicu- 
lous because operation flights are 
often led by sergeant pilots. 
One distinction has thus been 
abolished, and it would be well also 
to abolish the custom of giving one 
kind of reward and decoration to| 
commissioned pilots and another to 
sergeant pilots. 
The officer who has made this 
change gave two sound reasons for 
it. One is that the officers’ mess 
often entertains visitors who are 
senior officers with wide experience, 
and their conversation is instructive 
for younger men whose experience | 
necessarily has been much more 
limited. The second reason the 
officer gave was that the discussion 
of the details of an operation that 
has just been carried out is part of | 
aedlying man’s training, and it was 
therefore absurd to break up the | 
men who had taken part in it as 
soon as they returned and to send | 
them to separate messes.

An almost noiséless railway car

You must not buy goods or services for more than the highest price 
charged for such goods or services during te basic period, September 15 to 
October 11. If in doubt, ask ypur merchant for proof the price he asks is 
.a lawful price under the Price Ceiling order. Normal seasonal price changes 
in fresh fruits and vegetabes and greenhouse products are exempt,

You must not sell goods or services for more than the highest «price at 
which you sold such goods or services ie the basic period September 15 to 
October 11. 

Yiou must not buy igoods or services from manufacturers or whole- 
aalers or any other aaueek for more than the highest price you paid to them 
in the basic period. 

It is intended that cases of serious hardship should be adjusted by re- 
ducing the cost of merchandise fo the retailer. Retailers whose cost of 
merchandise delivered to them after November 30 is to high in relation to 
the ceiling prices, should get in touch with their suppliers, and try to arrange 
an adjustment fair to both parties. . ek 

The price of goods of a kind or quality not sold during the basic period 
{must not be more than the highest price charged for substantially similar 
goods in the basic period. 


3. Asa Wholesaler 


You must not sell goods or services at ntore than ‘your ‘highest price 
(less discbunts then prevailing) for such goods or services during‘ the basic 
period, September 15 to October 11. You must not buy goods or services 
for (more than the highest prices paid during the basic period, — 

Wholesalers will be expected in some cases fio reduce their prices. be> 
low the ceiling in order that their retail accounts may carry on. ‘Whole- 
salers in turn may have to ask their suppliers for price reductions. 

The continued flow of goods through norma] channels is of the utmost 
dmportance and the Board iwill intervene if suppliers divert business ab- 
normally from one customer to another. 


4. Asa.Manufacturer. ey 


You must not sell at prices higher than highest price (less dis- 
counts then prevailing) during the basic period, September 16 to October 11, 

In some cases it will be necessary for manufacturers to reduce the 
prices below the ceiling so that wholesale and retail acgounts may carry on, 

{Where maintenance of the retail ceiling requires manufacturers’ prices 
to be substantially reduced, the Board will investigate and in proper cases 
will afford necessary relief. 


Imports 


Retailers, wholesalers and manufacturers are assured by the - Board that 
any considerable increases in the costs ‘of import of essential goods will be 
covered either by subsidies or by adjustment of taxes, Details will be an- 
nounced shortly. 


Services Also Come Under This Law \ } 


The Price Ceiling law also applies to rates and charges for electricity,”

AN ILLUSTRATED GUIDE TO 
PRAIRIE WEEDS 

The above title has heen chosen 
for a new 72-page bulletin just pub- 
lished by the Agricultural Depart- 
ment of The North-West Line 
Elevators Association. This bulletin 
contains portrait photographs of 63 
common weeds, and four of the 
{lustrations are in full color. All of 
the weeds illustrated are also de- 
scribed, and \nief notes on 22 others 
ere included. At the end of the bulle- 
tin will be found photographs of 
seeds of 60 diflerent weeds. « 

The chief purpose of the bulletin 
is to assist farmers and others in 
identifying weeds. A few remarks on 
control methods are offered in most 
cases, but these are brief. Methods 
of control must be adapted to local 
conditions and, hence, specific rec- 
ommendations can rarely be applied 
to large areas. . 

The first essential in fighting weeds 
is to know them. This is particularly 
true of perennials such as Leafy 
Spurge, Hoary Cress and others. 
Control is relatively easy if under- 
taken in time, and a delay of two or 
three years may be costly. 

It has been stated that, in the 
United States, losses due to weeds 
are one and one-half times as great 
as the combined loss due to animal 
diseases, plant diseases and insect 
pests. The situation on the Canadian 
prairies is probably not very different, 

The new bulletin will be found 
most helpful, and should be in the 
hands of every prairie province
